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Reds Massing To Renew Offensive; 
Bradley Sees Peace If Push Fails 


Next Attack 
Might Be 
Biggest Yet 


TOKYO (AP)—Maj.-Gen. 
Clark I. Ruffner said today his 
United States 2nd Division 
has broken the back of the 
Communist offensive on the 
east-central Korean front. 

However, powerful Red 
forces were reparted massing 
for a new _assault.on this un- 
yielding hump in the United 
Nations line. 

They continued probing but 
shifted their heaviest efforts to 
a penetration southeast of the 
2nd: Division. Communists also 
resisted stubbornly immediately 
to the southwest of the division. 
Both were deep penetrations. 
Elsewhere the Reds pulled back. 

The 2nd smashed probing at- 
tacks through the night and 
early morning, underscoring 
Ruffner's words: 

“The boys have stopped’ them 
cold. The Red units in front of 
us now are no longer capable 
of launcRing a potent attack.” 

However, U.S, 8th Army brief- 
ing officers said the Reds have 
massed an estimated 130,000 
troops on that front for a pos- 
sible new strike AP corres- 
pondent William C. Barnard re- 
ported more Chinese were 
Streaming south across the 38th 
Parallel 

He quoted a spokesman on the 
east-central front as saying the 
Reds may be preparing for an 
attack as big or bigger than the 
one launched last Wednesday. 

That offensive cost the Reds 
60,000 casualties in five days, 
American officers said. U.N. 
casualties were placed at 1,618; 
| including 960 American. 

A uth Korean force in. the 
| far west pushed within eight 
miles of the 38th Parallel. U.N. 
troops reoccupied Musan and 
Uijongbu, north of eoul. 

But the Reds appeared to be 
shifting their weight eastward 
rather than making a general 
withdrawal. 


AIR UPPORT GOOD 

The 2nd Division was aided 
by round-the-clock air support. 

Planes were at ‘it again to 
day despite unfayorable weather. 
During the night B-29's dropped 
840 bombs on the Red front 
lines 

The Far East Air Forces said 
its daytime raiders inflicted 750 
Red casualties. The navy re- 
ported its carrier based planes 
accounted for 650 more. 

Allied planes hammered at 
Reds reported streaming south- 
ward down the Hwachon-Chun- 
chon and Inje-Hangye highways. 

To the east, Communists 
pushed back South Koreans 
around Soksa. They have pene- 
trated southwest of the high- 
way town to a point 25 miles 
south of Parallel 38 and 25 miles 
from the east coast. 

Heavy fighting was reported 
in the mountainous area. Ameri- 
can troops had been shifted to 
close a Communist infiltration 
route between Soksa and Pung- 
nam, held by the 2nd Division.

from which Rt. Hon. Harold Wilson recently resigned, Mr. 
Churchill had a formidable but evidently respected opponent. 
After denouncing the failure of Prime Minister Attlee and 
Minister of Defence Shinwell to halt the flow of strategic 
materials to China, “Winnie” paid a graceful tribute to Sir 
Hartley's “clear-cut and learned mind which now has been 
turned on the problem.” 

Then he cast aside the. velvet glove and showed the mailed 
fist in ruthlessly dealing with the Defence Minister when 
Mr. Shinwell, who was sitting far down in the Treasury 
benches, interrupted with a derogatory comment, which I 
couldn’t hear. The Leader of the Opposition turned on him 
with a caustic comment to the effect that. “the Rt. Hon; gentle 
man was right in taking a back seat. He had better do so... 
in_the light of the statement he made the other day, at a most 
disturbed moment in North Korea, that perhaps things would 
be better with General MacArthur removed.” 

By this time the House was in an uproar, with-angry cries 
and coanter-cries from both sides. Above the din Mr. Shin- 
well could be heard demanding Mr. Churchill to “withdraw 
that utterly false statement” and challenging the Leader of 
the Opposition to produce written evidence to prove it. 


MORE UPROAR 


ME. CHURCHILL refused to withdraw, but promised to pro- 
“duce the newspaper. When Mr. Shinwell again arose to 
tell Mr. Churchill he “ought to be ashamed of himself,” shouts 
of “sit down” from the Opposition benches and a variety of 
jeering remarks frof{ the Government side enhanced the din. 

Later, while Sir Hartley was replying, in a very dignified 
statement, to Mr. Churchill's charges, the latter went to the 
door of the House and came back flourishing a newspaper. 
Whereupon pandemonium again broke lose. As he sent it 
across to Mr. Shinwell, who seized upon it avidly, a Con- 
servative member rose to a point of order on the grounds 
that the reading of newspapers contravened the rules. 


BELOW THE BELT 


AS. IN VIEW of Mr. Churchill’s own action in handing over 
“™ the paper, this seemed rather like hitting below the belt, 
I wasn’t surprised when an irate Labor member shouted that 
he should be called to order rather than Mr. Shinwell. As 
the uproar became worse, Sir Hartley intervened to remind 
the House that as his statement was of such gravity, he de- 
plored the unseemly and vulgar interruptions, and suggested 
that he be allowed to proceed undisturbed—an observation 
which met with loud “hear, hear’s,” from Lord Winterton and 
many other Conservatives as well as Labor members. 

Altogether the performance, while it had its entertaining 
and intriguing side, was hardly in conformity with the dig- 
nity and decorum one would expect of the mature “Mother 
of Parliaments.” E

{When socialist parties were elected 
to;govern New Zealand, Australia and 
finally Britain, the C.C.F. hailed their 
victories as the wave of the future. Mr. 
Coldwell was never tired of declaring 
that these socialist governments. were 
the counterparts and epiritual brothers 


of the C.C.F. in Canada and that the 
wave would engulf this country in due 
time. 

Now, when the wave is receding, Mr. 
Coldwell is understandably silent about 
it.. He can no longer point with pride 
to:the achievements of his friends over- 
seas when the intelligent electorates of 
Né@w Zealand and Australia have hurled 
the socialists from office and when the 
British Labor Government is clearly in 
extremis, split and headed toward defeat. 

Mr. Coldwell cannot argue either that 
so¢ialism only needs a chance in office 
to’ demonstrate its superiority over any 
other system, for socialism has been 
tritd in office by the peoples of New 
Zealand, Australia and Britain. and they 
have found it wanting. 


Fortunately, except-.in-Saskatchewan 
(where the Douglas Government is in 
extremis also) Canada has escaped a 
similar socialistic experiment. It would 
be_ quite unfair to say that Canada’s 
present position, so much more fortunate 
in every respect than that of Britain 
and, the fwo Dominions which have tried 
so¢ialism, is due entirely to the absence 
of socialis here. We prosper mainly 
through olr unequalled resources, given 
to us not by any government or system 
but by nature. Nevertheless, for all our 
mistakes, we have used those resources, 
through the skill and drive of free en- 


terprise, much more successfully than 
any socialist system could use them, or 
has ever used its available resources any- 
where. 

Even allowing for their natural 

wealth and their escape from physical 
damage in war, it is surely more than 
a coincidence that the United States and 
Canada are the richest and, industrially, 
the most progressive nations in the 
world. It is also more than a coinci- 
dence that British Columbia has de- 
veloped so rapidly of recent years after 
its repeated rejection of the C.C.F. at 
the polls—and this when Mr. Winch has 
continually assured us that depression 
and disaster were just around the 
corner. 
, Is anyone naive enough, for example, 
to suppose that the huge industria) in- 
vestment now pouring into British Co. 
lumbia’s forest industries, into. electrical 
power and into the huge new aluminum 
industry would have come here in this 
volume, if at all, had investors been 
faced by a socialist government under 
Mr. Winch? Does anyone imagine that 
it would continue if Mr. Winch were now 
elected? 

The answer to that question can be 
found in Saskatchewan, where a C.C.F. 
Government, having repelled investment 
and found its province falling behind the 
rest of Canada in development and pros- 
perity, is-now desperately trying to re- 
peal its former policies and attract the 
investor, apparently with some. pretty 
reckless concessions. 

The tide of socialism in the free 
world has been sinking for several years. 
The subsidence and internal troubles of 
the C.C.F. in British Columbia are part 
of this genera] recession. The C.C.F. 
cannot hope to win an election here in 
the visible future, but the other parties 
can destroy themselves. That, and not 
its own policies, is the only hope of the 
C.C.F. No one knows it better than 
Mr. Winch, 


The Partners’ Resources 


'A STRUGGLE BETWEEN PARTNERS 

for raw materials is the gravest 
present danger to the rearmament of the 
free world. All the nations of the North 
‘Atlantic Treaty and their friends in the 
Near East and the Far East are desper- 
ately seeking materials for armaments 
and for consumers. Each, in fact, is | 
trying to live beyond the means of the | 
grand alliance. The immediate. result is 
shortages and rising prices The larger 
result, if this process is not arrested, 
could be fatal damage to the rearma- 
ment program. 

All this was foreseen. months. ago by 
the Council of the ‘Organization for 
European Economie Co-operation which, 
since the war, has been generally super-~ 
vising the recovery of Europe. Nine 
months ago, when it realized the dimen- 
sions of the Korean war, the O.E.E.C. 
urged the free nations individually to 
fight inflation at home and to pool their | 
essential defence materials. | 

Only in the last few weeks can it be 
said that this advice has been followed. 

» The United States and Canada launched 
a policy of monetary deflation at the 
beginning of March, the outcome of 
which is not yet clear. A board has been 
established ~ in Washington through 
which scaree materials are to be allocated 
among the allies but so far it has made 
little progress in reconciling their rival 


claims. 

The position of Britain is the chief 
cause of alarm... Very unwisely, as it 
now turns out, the British Government 
refused last year to spend its mounting 
accumulation of gold and dollars to 
stockpile materials. Today, as a result, 
it has ample money but is short of goods, 
while other nations—notably Western 
Germany—spent their money before 
goods became scarce and prices rose to 
new highs. 

The United States Government has 
adopted an intelligent and generous atti- 
tude toward its chief ally and is working 
on plans to sell Britain the materials it 
needs. Without such steps the whole 
British rearmament program would be 
endangered a few months hence. 

By its own huge stockpiling the 
United States has contributed greatly to 
shortages and to international inflation. 
Some easing of the stockpile process 
will bé necessary to share supplies with 
other nations. 

On the other hand, having launched 
a policy of deflation, the United States 
has the right to expect its friends 40 do 
likewise lest their rising prices further 
bid up world prices at large. Only by 
stronger economic, co-operation, parallel, 
ing the co-operation in armaments, .can 


the free world hope to make good its 
defence. 
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Inconveniencing Air Travelers 


r{NLESS THE DEPARTMENT OF 

. ‘Transport can furnish a much better 
explanation than has been produced so 
far, new parking arrangements at Pat 
Bay wil] continue to appear as ridiculous 
to the public as they are inconvenient to 
travelers who reach or leave the airport 
by private car. 

Under current provisions, private cars 
must be parked a good 400 feet from the 
aircraft on the runway. That is a long 
enough trek for a passenger with bag- 
gage under any circumstances. When 
rain falls, ijt becomes a discomforting 
imposition. 

Canadians who pay taxes to support 
airports. will wonder, moreover, why it 
should be necessary to charge parking

fees in the spot reserved for cars. Is 
there any justification for creating that 
type of commercial concession at Pat 
Bay? 

Citizens appreciate fully the necessity 
of precautions against fire near the 
hangars or other buildings. If it is 
essentia] to move private cars from the 
locations they formerly used to avoid 
danger of conflagration, such action 
requires more adequate explanation. It 
does not seem reasonable, however, to 
have placed the parking area at the 
distance designated at Pat Bay. The 
protests of Victoria and Sidney Cham- 
bers of Commerce deserve commenda- 
tfon, along with those of other agencies 
and individuals adversely affected.

Atom Bomb May 
Go On View

now seriously proposed to pe ned 
Energy Commission that an atomic bomb 
be exploded publicly—that is, after 
arrangements have been made to permit 
the maximum numberof people to wit+ 
ness the explosion in 
safety. ‘The Atomic 
Energy .Commission is. 
examining’ ‘this pro- 
posal, before making 
its recommendation to 
President Truman, 
with whom the final 
decision will rest. 

The idea sounds 
fantastic. But it is 
simply _being consid- : 
ered seriously for very Stewart 
serious reasons, One reason is simply 
that some way must be found to get the 
U.S. civil defence program off dead 
centre. The action of Congress, in reduc: 
ing appropriations te the point where 
the whole program is a rather grim joke, 
accurately reflects the total public 
apathy. toward civil defence. 

Part of the apathy derives from the 
atmosphere of dark mystery in which the 
atomic bomb has been wrapped. Because 
very few people understand what the 
atom bomb does, and above all what it 
cannot do, there has been a general 
tendeficy to succumb to a. sort of 
shoulder-shrugging fatalism. 


‘The primary purpose of a public ex- 
plosion of the bomb would-be to dispel 
this attitude by dispelling the atmosphere 
of mystery. If the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission and the President approve : the 
Civil Defence Agency’s proposal (which 
was first put forward by the physicist 
Dr. Ralph Lapp in “The Reporter” maga- 
zine) the following plan, or something 
like it, will be put into effect, 

NOT UNLIMITED 

A- site -will -be-~-selected;-not-in “the 
Arizona desert, but sufficiently close to 
centres of population to drive home the 
point that the damage inflicted by the 
bomb is not unlimited. Buildings of vari- 
ous sorts, ranging from reinforced con- 
crete to frame houses, will be erected 
at varying distances from ground zero, 
the point above which the«bomb is ex- 
ploded. Anyone wishing to do so could 
then apply to witness the explosion, with 
first priorify given to local civil defence 
officials. 

A bomb of medium power—perhaps 
the equivalent of 30,000 tons of high ex- 
plosive—would probably be used, since 
the explosion of a more powerful bomb 
might conceivably be of interest to Soviet 
agents. The general public would be 
allowed to witness the explosion from a 
distance of seven miles or more, since 
this distance provides absolute safety 
without protection. To demonstrate that 
there is such @ thing as protection from 
the bemb, volunteer observers could wit- 
ness the explosion as close asa mile 
from ground zero, at which point one 
foot of contrete would offer ample pro- 
tection, 

The actual explosion would be tele 
vised at close range, and reported in ail 
other ways. To scotch the damaging 
and wildly exaggerated fears of lingering 
ratiation, there might Well be public 
tours of the bombed site immediately 
after the explosion. The site eould then 
become a permanent testing ground and 
experimental area for civil defencex 

A public atomic explosion could ¢en- 
tribute to a serious civil defence by. 
graphically demonstrating the limitations 
@s well as the capabilities of the atomic 
bomb, and above all by substituting for 
the terrible unknown the always iess 
terrible known. 


A really effective civil defence could 
Teduce casualties, even from the im- 
mensely powerful modern bombs, by as 
much as 80 per cent. An effective civil 
defence could, indeed, make the precise 
difference between victory and defeat, if 
war comes. This has been said so often 
that it is beginning to lose all meaning. 
But it is;nevertheless true. And if a pub 
lic explosion of an atomic bomb helped 
to show that it is-true; it would serve 
an immensely useful purpose.

They Live With Faith And Courage 


The story of cerebral palsy is a story of kids who cannot hope 
to accomplish anything of note on the athletic fields. But they 
can, with faith and courage and help, grow up to lead healthy, 
hormal, happy lives. 

There is under way at presént a national campaign to raise 
$5,000,000 for the treatment of cerebral palsy, It hasn't- much to 
do. with sports;-which are the normal concern of this column, 
except that there is a national sports committee supporting the 
drive with Grantland Rice and Bob Hall, Yale's Director of Athle- 
tics, as co-chairmen 

As national drives go, the financial goal is small change. It 
wouldn't amount to anything for one of the big organizations that 
are experienced in fund-raising campaigns, But the United Cere- 
bral Palsy Association, Inc., is a relatively new group composed 
chiefly of amateurs in this sort of work. Until recently, when it 
was organized on a national scale, it didn’t have a single salaried 
employee 

Its members were the parents of children with cerebral palsy, 
parents who had discovered how meager were the facilities for 
the treatment of their children and were groping for something 
better. They were, and are, people like Mrs. James Killilea Jr, 
who has learned a great dea] in the nine years sinck her daughter, 
Karen, was born with cerebral palsy. 


They Live With Hope For The Future 


Mrs. Killilea has learned what a powerful. influence cerebral 
palsy can exert toward drawing together all the children in a 
family, what a proud sense of personal value and dignity the 
handicapped child can achieve, and what a privilege it is to parents 
“to think.” she says, “that God ‘will trust you to take care of 
the child.” 

Sut is is difficult to sel) these things to parents unless you 
can also give them hope. And although cerebral palsy is as old 
as the human race, very little has been learned about it. So little 
that facilities are now available for proper treatment of only four 
of every hundred children, And there are today 546,000 children 
and adults in the United States who were born with cerebral paisy. 

That's what this campaign is all about, of course—to give 
hope for the other 96 of each 100.

Use Same Motions To Swim 


Or For Dry La 


Here are two exercises which 
will help you with your swim- 
ming and also are splendid.for 
your figure. 

1. Lie on the floor on your 
back, with your arms resting on 
the floor a little away from your 
sides and our legs straight. Bend 
both knees up close to your ab- 
domen. Separate your legs as 
you straighten them and lower 
them to the floor. The legs are 
now apart. Drag them together, 
keeping your knees stiff. Again 
bend, separate, straighten and 
lower to floor. Drag together. 
This is similar to the leg action 
in the breast stroke and is one 
of my combination exercises. It 
is good for thighs, inner leg line, 
and abdomen. 

2. -Lie-on -the~-flooron~ your 
back with your arms resting on 
the floor at your sides and your 
legs straight. Lift your left leg 
from the floor. Bring it as high 
up as you can with a stiff knee. 
As you lower the left leg raise 
the right. One leg moves upward 


as the other moves down. After | 


starting this exercise do not touch 
the floor but bring your heels 
close to the floor. This is similar 
to the flutter kick in the crawl, 
and is fine for the hips and the 
stomach, Do it a few times, then 
rest and repeat. 

You can do this same exercise 
fn a littl different way with 
fine results in building the lower

To Save. Poor Fish 


By HARRY YOUNG, ‘Time Business. Editor 
“The clash between the fishing and power interests in | 
B.C. is never likely to be settled to the complete satisfaction | 


of all parties, but it seems possible to remove the problem 
out of.the present. critical stage. 


Such at.any rate is the view of 
Art*Sager of the Salmon Can- 
ners’ Operative Committee, who 
has undertaken a comprehensive 
review of the fish-power situation 
in the Pacific northwest. 

He has investigated the activ- 
ities in Washington and Oregon 
of the Corps of Engineers who 
are building the huge dams on 
the Columbia River, and of the 
U.S. Federal Fish and Wildlife 
Service. 


These two organizations are 
separately endeavoring to find 
out how best power can be har- 
nessed with the minimum of dis- 
turbance to the spawning fish. 

Mr. Sager considers the Cana 
dian situation. has much in 
common that an _ international 
joint research organization 
should be formed, in which the 
Corps of Engineers and the Fed 
eral Fish and -Wildlife Service 
would join with Canadian ex 
perts. ¢ 

“The problem is basically 
of getting fish safely past high 
dams,” said Mr. Sager. “The 
solution is not beyond man’s skill 
and ingenuity 

“It is significant 
power dams built 
in Washington 
removed or abandoned,” he 
tinues. “These projects probably 
acounted for as much destruction 
of the fisheries as all the mor 
recent major projects ¢ ymbined 
The tragedy is that much of this 
early loss could have been 
avoided if there had been any 
real appreciation of conserva- 
tion.
